iponsibilty for the war and refusal to enter negotiation* offered 
by France, England and Russia to prevent it. 


The note signed by all of the Entente powers declared these 


nations were just as strong: in their attempts for peace as in 1914, 
but added: 


"After the violations (by the Central Powers) and their en- 


gagement in war, they cannot end the war at Germany's sugges- 
tion without any conditions with which to open negotiations. 


"The 
German proposal is not an offer of peace. The proposi- 


tion appears more like a war maneuver."

In reciting arguments designed to place the blame for the 


war en the Central Powers, the allies referred to Germany as the 
"Empire which proclaimed that treaties were scraps of paper.
